The Interven- 
ing time will probably be taken up with three- 
day recesses while the lawmakers maneuvf-r 
among their constituents. 

Well, congressmen have always cam- 
paigned, and this year won't be nny different. 
But It does seem a little disingenuous of iiomc 
Ol them lo mier that, there Is nothing of 
preaslne Importance that requires their atten- 
tion until September. We can think of sovernl 
things that could stand dolni; quickly. And 
congressmen, pinned down In a game of truth 
or consequences, could probably think of sev- 
eral more. 

There's a postwar aviation muddle, for one 
thing, and the problem of what to do with our 
big merchant fleet when flghllnR stops. A lot 
of preventive medicine for reconver.slon head- 
aches has yet to be prescribed. Demobilization 
and the size of the postwar army and navy 
will hD.v6 to be considered. 

All that we know about postwar taxes is 
Senator Barkley's suggestion that they 
be reduced by half. The If and how remain to 
be determined, and there are the pros and 
cons of an extensive public works program. 

Fortunately — even for congress candidate; 
—the Allied advance Isn't takins time out for 
a leisurely campaign. It isn't complacency to 
say that the war Is going well for tis, nor wi.ih' 
- ful thinking to Euggcst the pos.-Jlblllty that 
the war in Europe might end more quickly 
than Is generally expected, leaving a lot of 
Important postwar legislation still unconslil. 
cred. 

We can't ask or expect congressmen seek- 
ing re-election to forego the usual stump 
speaking and buttonholing, even though some 
voters might be more Impressed it they stayed 
on the Job In Washington. But we might ask 
for a frank statement from them in this v ' 
"We know there's a lot to be done. But we'd 
rather gamble with the possibly serious ef- 
fects of a month's legislative delay than take 
the chance of campaigning on our records, 
and by proxy,"

It was a terrible tragedy, the dcnth of that. 
15-ycar-old girl who slipped and fell Into 
Snake river canyon while she was playing 
with a group ot picnickers near Shoshone 
falls. 

The thought of falling Into that yawning 
space below the canyon's towering cliffs gives 
one the shivers. There Is something about It 
nil that's horrifying. • 

Although the question is raised after aii oc- 
curence ol this kind, there Is nothing much 
that can be done In the way of safety meas- 
ures to avoid such tragedies because wo have 
miles and miles of canyon through Twin Falls 
county and every single foot of that canyon 
Is dangerous. To fence It In Its entirety would 
be almost out of the question. 

Because the canyon Just seems lo be a nat- 
ural part of our country. It Is not uncommon 
to see children playing almost any place atons 
Its walls. On occasion yotingstcrs even climb 
down on tho faces of these cliffs as they dare 
.one another to follow the leader. 

Actually we are fortunate In Magic Valley 
that many more boys and ulrls do not lose 
their lives In this manner bocnuse youngsters 
arc highly Impulsive even In the face of 
danger. 

This latest tragedy sliould warn us once 
more that Snake river— Its currents, rapids, 
waterfalls and precipitous canyon walls— Is 
dangerous and as such should be respected at 
all times. 

Now Is an opportune time for all parents to 
Impress upon their youngsters the Importance 
of being cautious, no matter in what form the 
■ children may be availing themselves of the 
river's many charming but treacheroua at- 
tractlona.

Ui teaspoons 
baking powder, '1i teaspoon salt, 3 
tablespoons diortenlng, ice 
(about 3 to i tablespoons), 3 cUps 
blackberrlea (or blueberries or ■" 
cups canned, drained berries), 
cup sugar, 3 ta'Dletpoons butted
